II. E. Jackson, representing George 


A . Ogle & Co., of Chicago, map aud 
atias publishers, have been here some 
time engaged in the work prelim inary 
to getting out a new county atlus.some- 
thing that has long been needed. 
The 


last one previously made was published 
many years ago and long since became 
a back number by reason of the many 
changes of the passing years. 
A groat deal of prelim inary work for 


the new atlas has already been done, 
and as soon as prelim inary plats are 
completed a corps of surveyors w ill be 
placed in the field here. In addition to 
maps and plats of the city,villag es and 
townships, there w ill be a complete 
road map of the county, a map of the 
state, United States and the world, and 
space w ill be devoted to an analysis of 
the system of United States land sur­ 
veys illustrated by diagrams, engrav­ 
ings, etc. 
There w ill also be a digest 


of the system of civil government com* 
p ete to date and m any matters of in- 
lore-t. 
A feature w ill be a large city 


map iuseried in sections, the most con­ 
venient form, and care w ill be taken 
to have every man's land 
properly 


bounded and deiioed. 


Reopie interested in Leecounty land-, 
roads or resources, have often felt the 
need of a newer and better atlas, and 
this new enterprise seems to oe in en­ 
ergetic and capable hands.

Music * delivered by Miss Ceeile H eck­ 
man. one of the graduates, at the com ­ 


mencement exercises Monday evening: 


The subject on which 1 am to speak 


to you tonight is one so wide and \ aried 
in its scope that I feel myself unable 
to more than touch on a few of its 
features in the time at my disposal. 
It 


is. however, a privilege to .-peak at all 
upon 
the subject of 
music—an 
art 


which enters deeply into the life of 
man. acting upon his nature for better 
or worse: ror music is the universal 
language of mankind. It ranks higher 
than the five fine arts, sculpture, paint­ 
ing, acting, architecture and 
lite ra ­ 
ture. 
A ny definition I give w ill be 


faulty, therefore we shall affirm this to 
be a fairly satisfactory description of 
the term mu-ie, used with reference to 
its attitude towards war. 
M a rtial mu­ 
sic is the art which employs sounds to 
aid 
in the prosecution of 
warfare. 


These sounds which we call music may 
be produced by instrum ent or by the 
voice. 


The buglo is an important in.-tru- 


ment used by the soldier to convey the 
command» of officers. In modern times 
the bugle calls are used in the arm ies 
and navies of all nations. 
In camp and 


on the battlefield all movements are 
directed by the notee of the bugle, the 
infantry, cavalry and a rtille ry having 
their distinctive calls. Even the horses 
learn 
the different calls and 
their 


meaning and respond a» promptly as 
do the men. 


Perhaps the most im portant part of 


m artial music (especially to the sm all 
boy) is hidden w ithin the instrum ent 
called the drum. 
The largest of the 


fam ily is the bass drum. Among others 
the snaro drum, kettle drum. Egyptian 
and orchestral drums are used in pairs 
to convey or emphasize the rhythm . 


Although various instruments have 
been used at different times by differ­ 
ent nation«. it is only since 1792 that 
m ilitary music ha.-» been truly develop­ 
ed. 
Its u tility has been the frequent 
theme of discussion. 


W h o 
does 
not 
know 
the 
grand 
effect of a national 
air played 
by a 
m ilitary band previous to an engage­ 
ment. 
Th e very coward is fired with 
enthusiasm by the strains of sorno na­ 
tional meiody. 
To the soldier in time 
of war it is grateful beyond measure. 
In his weary march it takes from hl- 
fatigue; in distant climes it carries 
him hack to hie home: in the hour of 
battle it arouse.- ambition and incites 
to noble deeds of courage. 
There are few of us 
whose 
hearts 
have not been swayed by the power of 
national music—stirred by those grand 
anthems of liberty, 
Am erica, 
S ta r 
Soangied Banner, H a il Colum bia and 
R a lly Round the Flag , few have not at 
sometime noted its effect upon others - 
the ecstatic rapture of the Frenchm an 
thrilled by the inspiring notes of the 
M arseillaise; the deeper, sterner, jo y­ 
ous pride that wells up in the heart of 
the Germ an as 
he hears the loved.
